to the executive secretary of the j 
Game and Fish Commission. 
The North Zone 
season this 
year will start at 12 noon. Sept. 
1, and close at sunset October 
30. The South Zone will open 
October 7 and close December 5, 
except

white-winged dove shooting will 
be permitted three days earlier. 
The white-winged dove season 
will be for three days. September,

Numerous grass fires, some be­ 
lieved to be of incendiary origin, 
are keeping Comanche Volunteer 
Fire Department members “on 
the go” almost every day, a n d ; 
often in the “small hours of 
night," according to records kept 
by Assistant Fire Chief and Driv­ 
er John Carpenter.

One of the biggest of such 
[fires occurred three weeks ago 
' when several hundred acres of 
; grass and pasture lands burned 
| between De Leon and Cornyn. 
De Leon Volunteer Firemen bat­ 
tled the blaze for hours, and were 
joined in controlling it by Co­ 
manche 
firefighters. 
And 
last 
Sunday the De Leon “smokies” 
returned the favor and came to 
Comanche to join in battling a 
pasture fire.

About 1 o'clock Sunday after­ 
noon, a group of Comanche fire­ 
men were fighting a grass fire 
on 
the 
Walter 
Jack 
Barrett 
ranch, when a second alarm was 
sounded. More firemen and an­ 
other truck was dispatched to 
the Dudley Bros, ranch head­ 
quarters. two miles west of Co­ 
manche on the Brownwood High- 
1 way. Controlling the fire on the 
Barrett place, 
2 miles out on 
1 Highway 36 NW, after some 40 
1 acres were scorched, the group 
‘ joined their fellow' firemen on 
the Dudley place. 
De Leon's Volunteer Firemen 
responded to a hurried call for 
aid in battling the Dudley fire, 
and after hours of woiic, the fire 
was subdued by the Comanche 
and De Leon firemen, with the 
assistance of many volunteers. 
About 150 acres of grassland was 
scorched. 
Monday afternoon. CVFD was 
called to the O. M. Stephens 
farm in the Sweetwater commun 
ity. About 50 acres of pastureland 
burned before being checked. 
Shortly after noon last Wed­ 
nesday, the Comanche firemen 
answered calls to fire raging on 
the Bob Burton, Loel Dene Cox 
and Verdo Ferguson places on 
Lake Eanes Road. More than 100 
acres of grassland was burned in 
the unrelated fires occurring at 
the same time, immediately on 
their return to town, the fire­ 
men answered simultaneous calls 
to grass fires on East Oak Ave­ 
nue and East Highland Avenue.
